not know what kind. This was 
for me, so back to the dugout. 

How the Qermans did It I do not 
know, but they had found out about 
that road and opened fire at exactly 
the moment when tho road was cov- 
ered with wagons and men. Yet there 
had not been a balloon or 
tha sky for some time. 

After a wblle the bombardment 
moved away to the eaat. from which 
direction I bad come, and I knew our 
batteries were getting It The Tommy 
and I came out of the dugout Aa I 
started climbing up the muddy sides 
I saw there was a man standing at 
the edge of It, and I could tell by his 
puttees that he was a Limey. I was 
having a hard Job of it so without 
looking up I hailed him. 

"That was sure some shelling, 
wasn't It?" I said. "There's a lad 
down here with a wounded fin ; better 
give him a hand." 

"What shelling do you mean," says 
the legs, without moving, "There's 
been none In this sector for some 
time, I think." 

The Tommy was right at my heel 
by thla time, and be let out a string 
of language. I waa aurprlaed, too, and 
atlll scrambling around In the mud. 

Then the Tommy let a "Gawd 'elp 
ual" and I looked up and saw that the 
lega belonged to a Limey officer, a 
I think. And here wa had been 
of him I 

But be sized It up rightly and gave 
aa a hand, and only laughed when wa 
tried to explain. I got rattled and 
that all I aaw waa his legs 
that they did not look like an offl- 
hava made it 
worse, only he was good-natured about 
It Then be aald that he had been 
asleep In a battalion headquarters dug- 
out, about a hundred yards away, and 
only w H ire.

I went on down the road a stretch, 
but soon found It was easier walking 
bealde It, because the Huna had shelled 
It neatly right up and down the middle. 
Also, there were so many wrecked 
horses and wagons to climb over 011 
the road — besides dead men. 

After I had passed the area of tha 
bombardment and got back on the 
road I sat down to reat and smoke. A 
couple of sheila bad burst so near the 
crater that they had thrown the dirt 
right Into the dugout, and I was a little 
dluy from the shock. While I was sit- 
ting there a aquad of Tommtea came 
up with about twice their number of 
German prisoners. The Tommlea had 
been making Frits do the goose atep 
and they atarted them at It again when 
they saw me sitting there. It sure 
la good for a laugh any time, thla 
goose atep. I guess they call It that 
after the fellow who Invented It 

One thing I had noticed about FrlU 
waa tha way bta coat flared out at the 
bottom, ao I took this chance to find 
out about It. while they halted for a 
reat just a little farther down the 
road. I found that they carried 
emergency kit* In their coats. 
kits contained canned meat, tobacco, 
needles, thread and plastei- — all 
In addition to their regular pack. 

Then I drilled down tha road 
more, but had to atop pretty aoon to 
let a column of French Infantry awing 
on to the road from a field. Tbey 
were on I heir way to the trenches aa 
re enforcement*. After every two 
companies there would be a wagon. 
I'retty soon I saw Uie uniform of the 
Legion. Then a company of my regi- 
ment came up aud I wheeled In with 
them. We ware In the rear of the col- 
umn that had passed. Our hoys were 
going up for th.-lr regular stunt In the 
frout lines, while the oilier* had Just 
arrived at that part of the front 

Theu for the first time my feet be- 
gun hurting me. Our boei* were made 
of rough cowhide and fitted very well, 
but It wa* a day a labor to carry them 
ou your feet. 1 began lagging behind. 
I would lag tweuty or thirty yards 
behind aud theu try to catch up. But

TO MEMBERS OF AGRICULTURAL 
CLUBS RAISING PIGS: 

It is very necessary, if your pig 
i- making rapid and profitable 
gains, that you keep it on good pas- 
ture of some kind, all of the time. 
A gain of one pound, when a pig is 
on good pasture, costs only one- 
half to two-thirds ;i« much as when 
no pasture is provided. The le- 
gumes, such as alfalfa, red and 
white clover, are excellent 
for hogs. Bluegrass is a 



The legume pasture plants supply 
a large amount of protein which was 
discussed in the last letter, but 
blue grass, in the middle of the 
summer, does not contain a 



Fifteen years ago, where I live, 
Marly every farm had its flock of 
sheep. T«*iay, there are only four 
I arm- where sheep are raised. There 
is plenty of land producing nothing, 
where a goodsized flock of sheep 
could be thriving. The reason is 
mostly dogs. 

We have in the country today, 
many thousands of worthless dogs 
that are doing nothing but eating 
and destroying things. The cause 
of so many worthless dogs is that 
there are so many men keeping dogs 
who are Mot able to keep them and 
who don't need them. I have seen 
tenant farmers w ith six to ten chil- 
dren, who kept four or five dogs. 
They hardly ever made more than 
enough foodstuff to do them till 
May Of June. They had to make a 
crop ami work for what they ate 
and wait from then till something 
was raised. They kept and fed, or 
tried to feed, these dogs instead of 
feeding a hog or some chickens. 

TheM four farmers whom I spoko 
of. w ho keep sheep, have taken the 
situation into their own hands. 
They warned the Jtieighbors that 
every -tray dug found on their pre- 
mi-es would be killed. They had 
to kill a few to let the people know 
that they meant what they said, 
tat of the neighbors told them if 
they caught Uieir jdogs on their 
farm by themselves, they would 
kill them. Those who didn't want 
their dogs killed kept them tied, 
and the result is that there is 
liii dlv ever a raid. Then it is done 
by MOM dog that lives two or 
miles away. 

What we need is a tax of ten dol- 
lars on each dog. This would cause 
all of the worthless dogs to be killed 
arid done away with. I like a good 
d< g as well as any man. but I hate 
i dog as much as any men could, 
who is all the time gone from 
home, killing sheep, sucking eggs, 
breaking into smokehouses, or some- 
thing "ise.

makes a delicious, inexpensive ami 
nutritious dish. 

Tomato Pulp 
Place the tomatoes in boiling 
water for two minutes, plunge 
them immediately into cold water, 
and remove the skins and cores. 
Place the tomatoes in a kettle and 
boil them for thirty minutes. Pass 
the tomato pulp thru a sieve, park iu 

hot gl.i-s jars, ami add a teas| u 

of salt to each quart. Sterilize in 
the hot wafer bath for twenty-five 
minutes. Tins pulp, when opened, 
should be measured, half and half. 
w,th whole cows milk, or if 
skimmed milk is used, a tablespoon 
of butter should he 
very bed.

T atoes. corn, string beans, pep- 
pers, butter beans and parsley may 
be canned for soup vegetable. Pre-

Kggs, fish, ripe 
Iruitl and cecals may be #riven 
freely, with meats in limited quan- 
tifies. The farm is the le st place 
in the world to raise a child, so far 
as diet is concerned, but there, as 
ei-ewherc. neglect may work much 
mischief.

Senator Hor.ih announced that the 
bill Is now In preparation hy the fed- 
Its puaange was certain and that It 
would have the active support of the 
administration forces In both houses. 
The hill will give the government |m>w- 
er to supervise the tninaportation of 
mints nml to eoutrol the stockyards, 
hut would not federalize the entire 
(lacking business and the manufacture 
of by-products. 

"It Is a temporary measure aimed to 
check profiteering," Senator It. .rah 
•aid. "After the war, of course, I shall 
stand for complete government owner- 
ship." 

Additional legislation to allow the 
president to supervise tninsiMirtatlon 
of meats and control the stockyards. 
Is necessary, llorah believed. The au- 
thority conferred in the national de- 
fense act. the railway control law nnd 
the food control law Is sufficient, he 
said. However, the federal trade 
commission takes the oppoalte view 
nml holds that nny action must wait 
on new l.'nlslntlon. 

If the evidence the federal tnule 
commission has can be substantiated, 
many of the packers can he put In Jail 
for violation of the Sherman act, 
llorah asserted.
